- Some time ago the Justices of the Peace

A CAVE DWELLER IN HuNGKONG.

LIVING ON LEAVES AND WATER. 

A curious specimen of fallen humanity was 
literally uneathed at Morrison Hill on Sunday 
night by a Hongkong police constable, This 
fragment of society was found in a cave-which 
he had himself dug out and in which he had 
been existing, according to his own story, for 
two months, during which his food consisted 
solely of leaves and water.
